Abortion 
Limit OK’d 
In Senate 

‘Partial-birth’ decision seen 
as challenge to Roe v. Wade 

WASHINGTON! The Senate on Tuesday voted 
to ban the practice that critics call partial- 
birth abortion, sending President Bush 
a measure that supporters and foes alike 
said could alter the future of U.S. abortion 
rights. A court challenge is certain. 

Years in the making, the bill imposes the 
most far-reaching limits on abortion since 
the Supreme Court in 1973 confirmed a 
woman’s right to end a pregnancy. 

In the procedures, generally carried out 
in the second or third trimester, a fetus is 
partially delivered before being killed. 

“This is very important legislation that 
will end an abhorrent practice and continue 
to build a culture of life in America,” Bush 
said in a statement. 

Opponents of the bill also stressed its 
importance, for different reasons. 

Sen. Tom Harkin, D-Iowa, warned that 
the ban was a first step toward overturning 
abortion altogether. “I see where this is going: 
A couple of votes here or there in the next elec- 
tion, you can kiss Roe v. Wade goodbye.” 

The vote came three weeks after the House 
passed the same measure, jim abrams (ap)

Fla. Gov. Orders 
Tube Reinserted 


Move reverses decision 
to remove support from 
brain-damaged woman 

TALLAHASSEE, FLA. | Invoking a 
law rushed through the legisla- 
ture only an hour earlier, Gov. Jeb 
Bush ordered a feeding tube rein- 
serted Tuesday into a brain-dam- 
aged woman at the center of one of 
the nation’s longest and most bitter 
right-to-die battles. 

The bill was designed to save the 
life of Terri Schiavo, whose parents 
have fought for several years to keep 
her alive. Her husband, Michael 
Schiavo, says she would rather die. 

The woman was taken by ambu- 
lance later Tuesday from the hospice 
where she had gone without food or 
water for six days. She was to be given 
fluids at a Clearwater hospital before 
again being fed through a tube. 

Terri Schiavo’s feeding tube was 
removed by court order at her hus- 


band’s insistence last Wednesday, 
and doctors said the 39 -year- old 
woman would die within a week to 
10 days without food and water. 

The Senate voted 23-15 for the 
legislation, and the House passed 
the final version 
73-24 only minutes 
later. 

George Felos, a 
lawyer for Michael 
Schiavo, took steps 
to stop Bush even 
before the governor 
received the bill. He filed a request 
for an injunction if Bush issued an 
order. 

Pinellas Circuit Court Judge 
George Greer denied it on techni- 
cal grounds, but said Felos could 
refile the request. 

The Florida Supreme Court 
has twice refused to hear the case, 
and it also has been rejected for 
review by the U.S. Supreme Court.

Captain Subpoenaed in Ferry Crash 


Officials link Khalid 
Shaikh Mohammed to 
death of Daniel Pearl 

WASHINGTON | American authori- 
ties investigating the killing of Wall 
Street Journal reporter Daniel Pearl 
in Pakistan now believe that he was 
slain by the hand of Khalid Shaikh 
Mohammed, the alleged master- 
mind of the Sept. 11 attacks. 

Authorities, who had previ- 
ously cast doubt on reports of 
Mohammed’s role, now have new 
information that leads them to 
believe he killed Pearl, said one U.S. 
official who spoke on the condition 
of anonymity. The official declined 
to detail the evidence. 

The U.S. acknowledgment of 
Mohammed’s suspected role was 
first reported in Tuesday’s editions 
of the Journal. 

However, three senior Pakistani 
officials involved in the Pearl case 
said Tuesday they could not con- 


firm suspicions that Khalid Shaikh 
Mohammed was Pearl’s killer. 

“Many newspapers have been 
reporting it. We do not have evi- 
dence or credible information,” 
said an official with the Pakistani 
intelligence service, who spoke on 
condition of anonymity. 

Pearl, the Journal’s South Asia 
bureau chief, was abducted on Jan. 

23, 2002, while 
working on a story 
on Islamic militants 
in Karachi. 

A group calling 
itself the National 
Mohammed Movement for the 

Restoration of 

Pakistani Sovereignty claimed 
responsibilityforthekidnappingand 
demanded the release of suspect- 
ed Taliban and al Qaeda fighters. 

Investigators obtained videotapes 
apparently showing Pearl being 
killed as his throat was cut. It was 
unclear who killed him. His body

Doctors Isolate 
Gene for Macular 
Degeneration 

PORTLAND, ORE. | In what may be 
an important step toward prevent- 
ing blindness in old age, scientists 
have identified a gene believed to be 
responsible for a degenerative eye 
disease that could strike millions of 
baby boomers as they grow older. 

The gene is suspected of being the 
main cause of some cases of age- 


related macular degeneration, or 
AMD, a complex disease triggered 
by various factors that affects 6 mil- 
lion Americans. It typically appears 
in people 65 and older. 

Researchers at Oregon Health 
& Science University were able to 
pinpoint the gene by tracking it 
through a large extended family 
with a history of the disease. 

In age-related macular degener- 
ation, the most sensitive area of the 
retina breaks down, robbing a per- 
son of the fine vision needed to read

The Pentagon released a state- 
ment from Boykin apologizing to 
those who were offended and say- 
ing the three -star general did not 
mean to insult Islam, (ap) 


College Costs Rise 47% Over 10 Years 


The average cost of tuition and fees 
at the nation’s four-year colleges and 
universities is more than 40 percent 
higher now than it was 10 years ago, 
a new study says. 

The College Board, which owns 
the SAT, released its annual Trends 
in College Pricing report Tuesday, 
documenting cost increases that 
have been particularly steep in 


recent years because of big cuts in 
state funding. 

Using inflation -adjusted dol- 
lars, the average cost of tuition 
and fees at state -supported four- 
years schools is now 47 percent 
higher than it was a decade ago, 
the study said. The average cost of 
tuition and fees at private colleges 
and universities, also adjusted for 


inflation, has grown by 42 percent 
over the same period. 

The College Board said tuition for 
in-state students at four-year pub- 
lic campuses jumped 14.1 percent to 
$4,694 since last year. However, a 
dip in the price of room and board 
— assessed separately from tuition 
and fees — means that students liv- 
ing in residence halls are actually 
paying $10,636, only 9.8 percent 
more than they did in 2002-03. (ap)

BANGKOK, THAILAND I An unrepen- 
tant Malaysian Prime Minister 
Mahathir Mohamad shrugged 
off criticism from President Bush 
and repeated his charge that Jews 
control the world. 

Mahathir triggered an uproar 
last week at the Asia-Pacific 
Economic Cooperation summit by 
stating that “Jews rule the world by 
proxy. They get others to fight and 
die for them.” That led Bush to pull 
him aside at the meeting to say the 
remarks were “wrong and divisive,” 
a White House spokesman said. 

But Mahathir said his remarks 


“In 
my speech I condemned all vio- 
lence, even the suicide bombings, 
and I told the Muslims it’s about 
time we stopped all these things 
and paused to think and do some- 
thing that is much more produc- 
tive,” he said in an 
interview with the 
Bangkok Post pub- 
lished Tuesday.

Officer ‘Didn’t Catch On’ to 


Shooting Victim 
Testifies at Trial 

VIRGINIA beach, VA. I One of sniper 
suspect John Allen Muhammad’s 
alleged victims, restaurant owner 
Paul J. LaRuffa testified Monday 
about the Sept. 5, 2002, shooting in 
which he was shot in the chest and 
arm. One bullet fragment lodged 
next to his spinal cord. 

After closing the restaurant and 
getting in his car, “I saw a figure 
to my left. I saw a flash of light. 
The window broke. I heard shots. 
I was being shot,” LaRuffa said as 
he choked back tears. “I said I wasn’t 
going to die.’” 

LaRuffa could not identify 
the man who shot him. He was 
robbed of about $3,600 and a lap- 
top computer that was found when

Muhammad was arrested. 

Muhammad, before cross-exam- 
ining LaRuffa, said, “I understand 
how you feel when your life is on the 
line.”

After court, LaRuffa described 
his cross-examination as surreal.

Muhammad is serv- 
ing as his own lawyer. 

Muhammad asked Bailey, “Did 
you ever see me with a weapon?” and 
Bailey responded “No.” Bailey also 
testified that he found a Baltimore 
map book in the restaurant parking 
lot. The map book is one of the few 
pieces of physical evidence linking 
Muhammad to the Manassas crime

Detroit says it can’t 
be done, but Toyota’s 
Prius doesn’t care 

ROADTESTI If you ever despair that 
the U.S. auto industry is whirling 
down the tubes of history, the sec- 
ond-generation Toyota Prius will 
give you no comfort. This is a car 
Detroit assures us cannot be built. 
A spacious, safe and well-appoint- 
ed mid- size four- door with prac- 
tical performance while returning 
more than 60 miles per gallon? For 
$20,000? Are you, like, high? 

As recently as this summer, dur- 
ing the Big Three’s annual assassi- 
nation of higher mileage standards 
proposed in Congress, industry 
shills argued that the proposed 
increase for cars — 40 mpg by the 
year 2015 — would be impossible 
to meet.

Well, the Prius gets 60 mpg 
— the highest fuel mileage of any 
mass -production car sold in the 
United States — and Toyota did it 
without subsidies from the federal 
government. 

Anybody who has ever turned 
a wrench will marvel at this car. 
Consider the body structure: a 
four- door hatchback on a 10 6.3- 
inch wheelbase, with interior room 
only slightly less than that of the 
Toyota Camry and a huge trunk (16.1 
cubic feet). And the car weighs only 
2,890 pounds, 300 pounds less than 
a four- cylinder Camry automatic. 

What makes it a “hybrid” is its 
powertrain — the Hybrid Synergy 
Drive System — that tandems a 
small 1.5 -liter gasoline engine (76 
horsepower) with an electric motor 
with peak output of 50 kilowatts 
(67 horsepower) and a whopping 
295 pound-feet of torque. 


The system blends the output of 
both power sources for optimum 
efficiency so that, for instance, in 
stop-and-go traffic the car often 
runs on electric power stored in 
its 202 -volt nickel-metal-hydride 
battery. 

It is not the Prius’s stark differ- 
ences that make the car marketable, 
but its sameness, the transparency 
of the hybrid system. The car uses 
an electronic key — a small plas- 
tic module that slips into a recep- 
tacle on the dash — that activates 
the start button on the dash. Put 
your foot on the brake and press 
the button; it takes about a second 
for the car’s computers to boot up. 
The gearshift is a joystick-like unit 
on the dash. 

There is very little else to remind 
you that the Prius is different from 
any other economy family car, and 
quite a lot to suggest it is, in fact, 
a commuter with upscale aspira- 
tions.

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Climbs to Remember 


HIKING I While the rugged 
Adirondacks command more 
respect from hard-core climb- 
ers, New York’s other mountains, 
the Catskills, offer hikers gentler 
pleasures and some surprising 
challenges. 

“We used to think Adirondacks’ 
when we planned to hike,” admit 
authors Carol and David White 
in the preface to “Catskill Day 
Hikes,” the latest trail guide pub- 
lished by the Adirondack Mountain 
Club. Their guide describes 60 day 
hikes in the 300,000 -acre Catskill 
Forest Preserve. 

The most spectacular introduc- 
tory trail, says Carol White, is the 
Escarpment Trail in the north- 
eastern Catskills, about 100 miles 
north of New York City. The 23 -mile 
trail snakes along the Great Wall of 
Manitou, a 1,600 -foot cliff towering 
above the Hudson River Valley. 


For hikers looking for a more 
challenging route, the Whites sug- 
gest the Devil’s Path. Traversing six 
mountains with a total ascent of 
8,000 feet covering nearly 25 miles, 
the trail is a popular backpacking 
route. 

One of the reasons the Catskills 
are underrated as challenging 
mountains is because they have 
only two summits over 4,000 feet, 
compared to 46 in the Adirondacks.

The silver screen’s 
dizziest dame stars 
in a new biography 

BOOKS I Chances are, if you know 
a woman of a certain age named 
Carole, her name is adorned with 
an ‘e’ for one very good reason. 

That reason is Carole 
Lombard. 

The screen star’s life is newly 
celebrated in “Carole Lombard: 
The Hoosier Tornado” (Indiana 
Historical Society Press), a biog- 
raphy by Wes D. Gehring, a profes- 
sor of film at Ball State University 
and “Reel World” columnist for 
USA Today. The book presents a 
detailed life of the girl from Fort 
Wayne, Ind. 

Even Carole wasn’t Carole at the 
start. Born Jane Alice Peters, she 
grew up a free-spirited tomboy in 
a well-to-do family that relocated 
from the Midwest to California. 
Spotted by chance playing baseball, 
she got her first film role at 13, went 
on to Mack Sennett comedies in the 
’20s and eventually achieved star- 
dom, playing opposite greats includ- 
ing William Powell, Gary Cooper, 
Cary Grant and of course, her future 
husband Clark Gable. 

Lombard became known for 
a winning personality that made 
her popular with movie personnel 


from blue-collar workers to big- 
deal directors. Critic Pauline Kael 
praised what she called Lombard’s 
“grinning infectiousness,” but she 
was also dubbed “the profane angel” 
for her ability to swear like a ste- 
vedore. She never lost her “darkly 
comic” sense of fun, Gehring writes, 
noting that she occasionally pre- 
sented Gable with gag gifts that 


included dead cats. 

Perhaps her greatest role was in 
“My Man Godfrey” (1936) as zany 
heiress Irene Bullock. The film is 
credited as the first of the “screw- 
ball” genre, comedies that, Gehring 
writes, “showcase a domineering 
eccentric woman in a romantical- 
ly skewered story.” 

Lombard threw herself into war 


bond sales when World War II broke 
out, raising more than $1 million. In 
January of 1942, her plane crashed, 
killing all aboard. 

Her last film, the anti-Nazi comic 
thriller “To Be or Not To Be,” in which 
she starred with Jack Benny, was 
released in February 1942, a month 
after the crash, carole goldberg

MUSIC I The Distillers don’t bother 
messing with the radio -friendly 
guitar hooks and charming little 
melodies that occupy so many of 
the band’s contemporaries. 

On the Epic release, “Coral Fang,” 
there’s a real edge to the music of 
Brody Dalle (formerly Armstrong) 
and her partners in the Distillers. 
That edge makes them feel more 
dangerous and less accessible. 

Dalle has become something of a 
punk-rock It girl, thanks in part to 
her separation from husband Tim 
Armstrong of Rancid, and subse- 
quent sightings with Josh Homme 
from Queens of the Stone Age. 

She has a talent for more than 


grabbing fanzine headlines. With 
her ground-glass voice and lyr- 
ics that make angst seem like a 
pastime for sissies, she radiates a 
surly charisma not seen in alter- 
native music since Hole released 
“Live Through This.” 

Comparisons to Hole’s Courtney 
Love abound, and there are similari- 
ties: Both are punk girls who were 
married to musicians well-known 
in their own right. Dalle, though, 
shows every sign of making a more 
lasting musical mark. 

She barks out the lyrics to “Die 
on a Rope” over chugging power- 
chords and full- ahead drums, and 
rampages through the title track 


with superheated fury. 

It’s taken the band a while to 
attract mainstream attention — 
“Coral Fang” is the Distillers’ third 
album. If Dalle can overcome her 


habit of kicking concert-goers in 
the head, as she did this summer 
at CBGB, the band stands a good 
chance of keeping it. eric r. , * |

Song in His Heart 

A Nepalese star lives a quieter life in Baltimore 


When the 
‘Earworm’ 
Won’t Leave 

RESEARCH I Unexpected and 
insidious, the earworm slinks its 
way into the brain and refuses to 
leave. Symptoms vary, although 
high levels of annoyance and frus- 
tration are common. 

“Earworm” is the term coined 
by University of Cincinnati market- 
ing professor James Kellaris for the 
usually unwelcome songs that get 
stuck in people’s heads. 

As a musician who now stud- 
ies how marketers reach the pub- 
lic, Kellaris began wondering how 
widespread stuck songs really are, 
and began doing surveys in 2000. 

Last year, he surveyed about 500 
students, faculty and staff on cam- 
pus asking about the type, frequency 
and duration of earworms, and pos- 
sible causes and cures. Among the 
songs respondents picked as most 
likely to become stuck were: “The 
Lion Sleeps Tonight,” the Chili’s res- 
taurant “baby back ribs” jingle and 
“Who Let the Dogs Out.” 

But the choice that topped the 
so-called “playlist from hell” was 
“Other,” meaning the majority of 
those surveyed chose a unique song 
of their own as the most probable 
earworm. That led Kellaris to con- 
clude that stuck songs are highly 
idiosyncratic; what sticks for one 
person may not stick for another. 

The study, presented at confer- 
ences of the Society for Consumer 
Psychology in 2001 and 2003, 
showed, among other things that 
women report more irritation and 
frustration as a result of earworms; 
people who are constantly exposed 
to music suffer them more frequent- 
ly; and there may be a connection 
between earworms and a person’s 
level of neurosis. 

As word of his research spread, 
Kellaris got hundreds of e-mails 
from around the world. A company 
that provided background music for 
retail stores wanted to know how to 
avoid using music prone to becom- 
ing an earworm. 

Suggestions for curing an ear- 
worm included: chewing on a cinna- 
mon stick, passing the earworm on to 
someone else or erasing the offend- 
ing song by singing the theme from 
“Gilligan’s Island.” rachel kipp (ap) 


TRANSITIONS I The first time 
Roshanee Shrestha heard folk sing- 
er Prem Raja Mahat’s voice, she was 
a little girl, curled up in her home 
in the shadow of the snowcapped 
Himalayas, the romantic ballads 
crackling through the tiny speak- 
ers of a battery-powered radio. 

“In the villages of Nepal, I think 
he is like a Michael Jackson,” said 
Shrestha, 30, who now runs the 
Mount Everest Variety Store in 
Pikesville. “Even now, in America, 
where you have electricity 24 hours 
a day and water running in your 
house, his voice still reminds me 
of home.” 

In an Indian restaurant in down- 
town Baltimore, Shrestha recent- 
ly watched as her idol — with the 
boyish grin that graces dozens 
of album covers; the energy that 
dazzled thousands at concerts in 
Katmandu — bused tables and 
greeted guests. 

“It’s amazing,” she said. “Every 
person from Nepal knows him, any- 


where in the world.” 

These days, Mahat still produces 
the occasional album, his rich, mel- 
low voice an instant portal for mil- 
lions of Nepalese to an idyllic picture 
of life and love beneath the vistas of 
the highest mountain range in the 
world. He remains, even in his self- 
imposed exile by the Chesapeake 
Bay, to Nepal what John Denver is 
to the Rocky Mountains, what Bruce 
Springsteen is to New Jersey. 

But Mahat is crafting the songs 
for his 47th album in near obscurity 
in Baltimore, where as a restaurant 
manager he makes about three times 
what he did as one of Nepal’s most 
successful recording artists. 

The extra money — about 
$3,000 a month from the restau- 
rant, plus several thousand a year 
from concerts and song royalties 
— is nice. But Mahat said he aban- 
doned fame and his homeland seven 
years ago to keep his wife and four 
school-aged children away from an 
insurgency that has killed more than 


7,000 people. Guerrillas inspired by 
the late Chinese revolutionary lead- 
er Mao Zedong have fought since 
1996 to abolish Nepal’s constitu- 
tional monarchy and set up a com- 
munist state. The government calls 
them terrorists. 

“I miss Nepal, because they love 
me there. I miss being famous,” 
Mahat said, sipping a frothy yogurt 
lassi and watching the early dinner 
crowd stroll past the Mughal Garden 
restaurant. “But in my country there

is fighting and death and poverty. 
That is why I left. Every parent in 
the world . . . wants to do well for their 
children. I am no different.” 

There are about 50,000 Nepalese 
in the United States, according to 
Krishna Aryal, first secretary at the 
Embassy of Nepal in Washington, 
and more than 5,000 in the 


Washington-Baltimore region. 

It’s not known exactly how many 
Nepalese celebrities and entertain- 
ers have left Nepal. 

But Mahat said dozens have 
migrated to the United States, 
Europe and Asia. Saroj Khanal, an 
action movie star who has appeared 
in more than 100 movies, is among 
several who have followed Mahat to 
Baltimore in recent years. 

Mahat, 42, is one of the most 
famous people to have left Nepal, 
and while fans at home feel the loss, 
Nepalese in the United States revel 
in the handful of concerts he gives 
every year. 

At the first note of one of Mahat’s 
bouncy, rhythmic songs, most of the 
Nepalese in the crowd leap to their 
feet to dance. 

Nearly everyone knows the words 
— an impressive feat, consider- 
ing his hit love song from 2002, 
“Hiunchulima Hiun,” or “Snow in 
the Snowcapped Mountains,” runs 
more than 20 minutes. 

For people who grew up idolizing 
Mahat, seeing their hero toiling in 
an everyday job can be jarring. 

“We are a little sad because he 
is so famous in Nepal,” Shrestha 
said. “It would be great for him to 
be singing rather than working in 
a restaurant.” foster klug (ap)

Bonds Subpoenaed ii Probe 


California lab accused 
of creating new steroid 
at heart of track scandal 

DOPING I Barry Bonds will testi- 
fy in December before a federal 
grand jury probing a laboratory 
that supplies some of the nation’s 
top athletes with nutritional sup- 
plements. 

The San Francisco Giants slugger 
is one of several dozen athletes who 
have been subpoenaed by the panel. 
Others include New York Yankees 
slugger Jason Giambi, sprint cham- 
pion Kelli White and U.S. shot put 
champion Kevin Toth. 

Bonds’s attorney, Mike Rains, 
said Tuesday that his client received 
a subpoena about a month ago ask- 
ing him to appear Dec. 4. Rains said 
he was told by the prosecutor lead- 
ing the investigation that “Barry is 
a witness and not a target of the 
grand jury.” 

The company at the center of 
the investigation is the Bay Area 


Laboratory Co-Operative, or 
BALCO, which was raided by the 
Internal Revenue Service and drug 
agents in September. 

An attorney for BALCO found- 
er Victor Conte confirmed Monday 
his client is the target of the grand 
jury probe. 

The scope of the investigation is 
unclear, and federal officials have 
refused to comment. 

Conte has been accused by the 
U.S. Anti-Doping Agency of sup- 
plying athletes with a new designer 
steroid that is rocking the world of 
track and field. 

The home of Bonds’s personal 
trainer, Greg Anderson, was raided 
last month in conjunction with the 
raid on Conte’s lab. 

Conte has said in e-mails that he 
was told by athletes that 40 Olympic 
and professional athletes have been 
subpoenaed. Being subpoenaed 
does not imply any of the athletes 
has done anything wrong.

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SNIPER TRIAL

trial lawyers for Timothy McVeigh in 
the Oklahoma City Bombing case, was 
online Tuesday to discuss sniper sus- 
pect John Allen Muhammad’strial. 


Would the fact that Muhammad 
clearly does not understand the 
rules of law suggest that he is 
not competent to represent him- 
self? How did the judge determine 
Muhammad understood the conse- 
quences of what he was doing? 

The threshold for competency to 
represent oneself is fairly low. The 
Supreme Court has said that the 
defendant must make the choice 
knowingly and voluntarily. The 
Sixth Amendment implies a right 
of self-representation. The defen- 
dant does not need to have the skills 
or knowledge of a lawyer. The court 
should, however, ensure that he is 
aware of the dangers and disadvan- 
tages of representing himself. 

It appears that Muhammad is try- 
ing to build his defense on the 
fact that no one actually saw him 
pull the trigger. If the prosecu- 
tors fail to prove their case, could 
Muhammad go free? 

If the prosecution establishes 
Muhammad’s participation in the 
murder of Dean Harold Meyers, 
but does not establish he was the 
shooter, Muhammed will not walk 
free. He is also charged with con- 
spiring with Lee Boyd Malvo to 
commit murder. 

Why isn’t Malvo in street clothes 
when Muhammad is? Has any- 
one raised a motion to put street 
clothes on him? 

I agree that it is prejudicial to 
Muhammad for the jury see Malvo 
in prison clothes. But I think Malvo 
would have had to apply to the judge 
in his case for funds to buy clothes 
for his court appearance. I doubt 
the judge would have granted the 
request. And I don’t think that the 
judge in the Muhammad case would 
grant funds to dress Malvo.
